It may or it may not be of consequence. It 
can b« brushed aside as the tiniest of tiny leaks 
in government waste. But pieced in as a part of 
the story of a y oung Sir Galahad who has been 
charging up and down this country after dedicat­ 
ing himself to a crusade against corruption and 
Communism, this latest revelation ought to be 
sufficient to set a lot of people to sober thinking.

A strange new device is being employ ed by 
French Communists in the bitter struggle for 
control of the party ’s fortunes. One group has 
taken to calling members of the opposition 
“Spaniards.” 
This is a reference to those Red leaders who 
served in the Spanish civil war during the ‘thir­ 
ties. 
For many y ears this has been considered 
a mark of distinction, an act which stamped the 
ex-soldiers with an una.ssailable record of de­ 
votion to the Communist cause; now, howavar, 
participation in the Spanish conflict is reason 
for suspicion. 
“Spaniards” have been gradually eased out 
of positions of authority in the satellite na­ 
tions, and now tlieir turn has come in France.

If there is one place in Utah that must be kept 
free from lewdness and vice, it is the State Fair. 
This is the slate’s opportunity to show off its 
very best in all fields. Thousands upon thousands 
of Utah citizens attend, many of them in family 
groups. No father should have to be put in the 
position of exposing his y oung sons and daugh­ 
ters to a burlesque show atmosphere simply by 
taking them to the fair.

At that time, Chief Sanford warned that if 
gambling or lewdness cropped out in any of 
th* carnival’s booths he would shut down the 
entire area. 
It was no surprise to close observers when 
Chief Sanford found it neces.sary to close down 
one girl show because he found it indecent. An­ 
other show, purporting to disclose the evils of 
narcotics, was shut down, not only because police 
considered it lewd, but becam.e narcotics agents 
objected to the flagrant untruths it presented 
on a subject badly in need of public education. 
Chief Sanford and his force are to be com­ 
mended for their vigilance, though a great many 
decent citizens wish action had been taken ear­ 
lier, and a great msny more would have been 
happy to see the chief carry out his original 
warning.
